~ The discovery of extraordinarily rich 
gold mines on Germansen Creek, Omin- 
eca, very naturally excites inquiry as to 
which is the best:route to reach the new 
diggings. Now, alfhough we do not on- 
dertake to say which is the best route, 
‘yet, in answer to a very general inquiry, 
we deem the matter of such importance 
as to indnee us to lay before oor readers 
an account of the different routes that 
are taken’ to reach Germansen creek. 
There are only two main roates—one 
by the way of New Westminster, Yale, 
Quesnelle, and the Upper Fraser river 
or the Telegrapb trail to Stoart’s Lake, 
and thence to Tatlah Landing ; and 
the other by way of Skeena river to 
Tatlah Landing, and thence to the 
mines, One ronte may be called the 
Fraser_river route; the other the Coast 


form a 
joncfion at Ta 

miles from the Ger 
The last 100 miles is « part of both 
routes tothe mines, On the Fraser river 
route, as far as the Mouth of Quesrelle, 
there is no difficnlty whatever in moviog 
either or freight; bat from 
that point upwards the difficulties will be 
met. At Quesnelle, the miner will be 
abont 508 miles from Victoria, which is 
made up es follows: Victories to New 
Westminster, 90 miles; New Westmin- 
ster to Yale, 90 miles—both by steamers 
—msking 180 miles. From Yale to 
Soda Creek, by land, 268 miles ; from 
Soda creek to Quesnelle, 60 miles, by 
steamboat—or a total of 508 miles, or 
thereabouts. The roate from Quesnelle 
to Tatlah Landing, by water, takes the 
following course: From Quesnelle, in 
boats, up Fraser and Stuart rivers to 
Stoart’s Lake, 240 miles ; up that lake to 
Tatchie river, 25 miles ; up Tatebie river 
to ‘Tremblay lake, 28 miles; across 
Tremblay, 12 miles ; up Middle river, 
that connects Tremblay and Tatlab 
lakes, 28 miles; thence across Tatlah 
lake to Tatlah Landing, 55 miles. 
‘Hence, the total distance from Quesnelle 
to Tatlah Landing is 888 miles ; all by 
water. This w.ll make the whole dis- 
tance from Victoria to Germansen creek 
996 miles. ‘Of that distance there will 
he 678 miles by water and 318 miles by 
land. The land travel is, bowever, 
increased by the addition of 205 
miles, when Fraser river is crossed at 
Quesnelle and the Telegraph trail is 
teed. For instance, from Quesnelle to 
Stony creek, 140 miles ; to Fraser lake, 
25 miles ; and thence to Stuart’s lake, 
40—miles,—a total of 205 miles. This 
205 a.iles of lend travel saves 240 miles 
of water travel between Quesnelle and 
Staart’s lake; and, consequently, re. 
dncés the whole distance from Victoria to 
Germansen diggings to nine hundred and 
sixty-one miles. e@ Telegraph treil is 
the only route by which provisions have 
been . sent into Omineca: the present 
The very ‘great length of the 
Frameatey route has naturally caused 
the Skeena route to be travelled, and in 
fact to be looked upon as the only route 
to Germansen creek that will be travelled 
when sa good trail is, constrvcted from 
the Sheena to Hogem, on Omineca river. 
This will appear to be 29 positive cer- 
tainty when we contrast the two compet- 
ing routes; and in order to make the 
contrast, jet us examine the Skeena ronte. 
From Victoria to the mouth of the 
Skeena is coasting by steam, distance say 
of 400 miles. It may be something more ; 
bat the navigation is always open and 
always easy, and coosquently a few 
miles more would not meke much differ- 
ence in the time occupied; in steaming. 
From the mouth of the Skeena, at Wood- 
cock’s Landing, to Ak-kwil-gate, et the 
Forks of the Skeens, the distance is eati- 
mated by soma at 200 miles, by others at 
160 miles. - If we put the distance down 
at 180 miles it will be pretty searly cor- 
rect. It is said that SO miles of this 
river can be navigated by steamboats, 
and, with the exception of a canyon at the 
Upper Landing, 80 miles from the mouth, 
the river is said to be navigable for steam- 
boats ap to Ak-kwil-gate, but at present 
canoes slone are, used on the river. 
From the latter place there is a trail
